We acknowledge that there are certain definite rules and regulations governing publications and we are able to read 
and understand same, but the point about which our controversy has centered is not definitely defined in such rules and 
we have not broken any rule which is causing the Department to insist that our subscription rate of 25c per year is such 
that we can not operate under it according to the rules and regulations as set forth in the postal laws. 


IT IS OUR PERSONAL OPINION, NOTWITHSTANDING DENIALS BY THE DEPARTMENT, THAT SOME 
INTERESTED INDIVIDUAL, PERHAPS A COMPETITOR, HAS BEEN THE CAUSE OF BRINGING COMPLAINT 
TO THE DEPARTMENT WHICH HAS BROUGHT ABOUT THE PRESENT SITUATION. 


We have wasted almost three months of marking time in the hope that we could convince the Department that they 
were all wet in this matter and that we should be permitted to continue our subscription offer of 25c per year or five years 
for $1.00, without any premium of any nature with such subscriptions and that we be permitted to allow reasonable agency 
commissions on the subscriptions taken at a full 25c per year. 


The Department denies us this right, yet large publications such as the Powerful Saturday Evening Post are per- 
mitted to sell their publications at a much lower percentage of actual cost of the white paper in them than our paper 
has ever been offered for. 


We should have realized in the first place that when it comes to arguing with a Government Official that one might 
just as well lay down and roll over and forget the matter, unless prepared with unlimited funds to fight the matter through 
the supreme court. Our own experience with constitutional rights in the past years have shown us that there is no such 
animal when political influence gets its finger in the matter. 


Therefore, without further argument we have decided to take our licking and like it. We have too much need of our 
~ to earn a living and to keep our plant busy where we employ 15 persons and try to keep them off Government Relief 
olls. 


Five years ago we offered a five year subscription for $1.00. At that time over a period of eight months, we sold 
over 7000 such subscriptions and the P. O. Department made no complaint. Now we are refused the right to make such a 
subscription offer. We are told that at 25c for a single year we can not pay commissions to authorized subscription agents. 
This leaves but one thing for us to do and that is to adjust our subscription rate to make it possible that we can operate 
as any other publication is permitted to operate, by paying commissions on yearly subscriptions and by offering premiums 
as others do. It should be noted in our favor that at our 25c subscription rate we have not been in the habit of offering 
premiums of any nature. 


Our present object in offering the five year subscription for $1.00 was solely to raise cash which we can not raise in 
4 any other manner for the purpose of equipping our plant to take care of the constant growth which we are experiencing. 
iw We have only recently contracted for new machinery and equipment to a total cost of over $3000. We have just finished 
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removing an automobile ramp that entered our building so that we could have the additional 300 feet of floor space which 
it allows us, we are also building new tables and new balcony floor space for our shipping room. We had expected that 
the receipts from this subscription campaign would aid us in covering these expenditures, but now we find that we are 
obliged to seek another method for raising the necessary money. 


Our objective through the past years has been a constant and steady growth. We have planned toward a 16 page 
paper with a cover and wire stitched. When we reached that point it has been our intention that our subscription price 
would be advanced to 50c per year but we did not wish to be forced to this advance until we were prepared to give 
our readers a paper such as we have had in mind. 


To reach the goal we have in mind, we have been adding equipment as fast as we could see our way clear to do 40, 
We are now at the point where we have acquired such new equipment as we have needed with the exception of an addj- 
tional fast press which will cost in the neighborhood of $6000 also a special gang stitching machine which will cost about 
$2500. We have big hopes of being able to see our way clear to obligate ourselves for this additional equipment within 
another year. Until then we shall have to sail along as we have been going and hope for the best. 


Change,/of Rate April Ist 


Now because of insistence of the Post Office Department we are obliged to announce that our subscription price has 


been raised to 50c per year. At this figure we will be able to pay legitimate commissions to agencies, also to offer 
premiums with subscriptions if we see fit to do so. 


This change of rate will be effective April 1st and it’s not an April fool joke. Every reader is therefore reminded of 
the fact that they may renew their subscription for one or more years at the present rate of 25c per year if the renewal 
is mailed to us before April 1st. There will be no change in the rates for Canada and Foreign countries. 


Linn’s 10,000 Club Will Continue 


Our campaign for 10,000 subscriptions at $1.00 each, with which fund we hope to complete our plans for equipping 
our plant is still to be continued as an active subscription campaign. Altho our new subscription rate is to be 50c per 
year and on this rate we will pay regular agency commissions, we are at the same time making an offer of 


Four Years For One Dollar 


On these four year subscriptions we will not pay a penny of commission to any agent and such subscriptions should 
be mailed direct to the publishers. Also on such subscriptions, we offer no premium or inducement of any nature. 


This then is our story. You who wish to renew for one or two years at the present 25c rate may do so before April 1st. 
You who wish to take advantage of the offer of four years for $1.00 may do so as long as this offer is open. It will be 
closed as soon as we reach our goal. 


In the meantime we want to announce that those who had previously sent subscriptions under our previous plans 
which are now abandoned, will receive their papers as per terms, that any further subscriptions sent on blanks offering 
five years for $1.00 will be entered for only four years to meet with the requirements of the P. O. Department. 


Agencies or persons wishing to actively solicit subscriptions for us for which we will pay a liberal commission are 
requested to ask for details.

One of the 
reasons quoted by the committee is as 
follows: “The Finnish nation is the only 
one of the European nations which has 
regularly paid the war debt to the 
United States Government. This rea- 
son alone should be sufficient for the 
United States Government to recognize 
the Finnish nation and the early Finnish 
settlers in this country by issuing the 
Finnish-American Delaware Tercente- 
ary Commemorative stamp.” There’s no 
denying they’ve got something there! 


Old Time Stamp Dealer Dies 


Franklin Coombs, well known as a 
dealer since the latter years of the 19th 
Century, passed away at the age of 60 
on February 24th at the home of his 
sister at Smith’s Cove, Nova Scotia. He 
began dealing in stamps as a boy while 
in Canada and continued to do so until 
his retirement in 1932. From 1905 until 
1932 he conducted a stamp office in New 
York City under the name of The Me- 
tropolitan Stamp Company, and was well 
known to the trade both here and 
abroad.—Percy C. Davenport, Bloom- 
field, N. J. 


Dominican Constitutions 
Issued 


A cover dated February 28th from the 
Dominican Republic bears the 3c de- 
nomination of the series of three stamps 
issued to commemorate the Sesquicen- 
tennial of the U. S. Constitution. The 
design is simple, being a globe and a 
symbolic torch with appropriate inscrip- 
tion. Color purple, the general appear- 
ance being more crude than most of the 
other Constitutions issued so far.

“We are informed that the Egyptian 
government has sold the set of plates for 
printing the 1927 Cotton Congress set 
to a Paris dealer. I imagine this set of 
stamps will shortly sell at face and per- 
haps those in the know will be able to 
buy them at half face so that our advice 
to you is, do not buy a set of the 1927 
Egyptian Cotton Congress from any 
dealer unless he puts his guarantee on 
the back of the stamps. We are also 
told that the Opthalmological series, the 
stamps containing the sacred eye of 
Egypt, were demonitized after being in 
use less than a month.”

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Just Who a Buried? 





With newspapers generally comment- 
ing editorially on the alleged burying of 
Republican presidents on little used de- 
nominations, it seems timely to quote 
some statistics which may help but 
probably will only add more confusion. 
The new stamps are listed in the order 
of their use last year, the President to 
be shown, and his political affiliations. 
The country had two political parties in 
1792-93, Federalist and Democratic-Re- 
publican. The Federalist Party disap- 
peared in the early 19th Century, its 
principles in general being carried on by 
the Whigs, who in turn formed the 
nucleus of the present Republican Party 
when formed in 1854. The Democratic- 
Republicans changed their name to 
Democratic many years later but were 
generally termed at first “Republicans.” 
All of which only adds to the confusion 
regarding what party predominates in 
prominent positions on the new issue.

The figures quoted are the quantities 
issued in round figures during the fiscal 
year of 1937, and are about average for 
each year. Those marked with an aster- 
isk are new denominations, they being 
placed according to their estimated use 
in proportion to other denominations. 

The score stands: 12 Republicans, 11 
Democrats, 4 Whigs and 2 Federalists. 
Of the five stamps the average person 
sees, the commonest shows a Democrat; 
the next two Federalists, and the next 
two, persons not Presidents. Next in or- 
der comes 5 Democrats, a Whig, a Re- 
publican, a Whig, a Republican, two 
Whigs, a Democrat, 2 Republicans, a 
Democrat, 2 Republicans, 2 Democrats, 
4 Republicans, a Democrat and finally 
2 more Republicans.

Not Enough Stamps To Meet 
Demands of 20 Purchasers 





As the “Recouvrements” Postage Due 
stamps are no longer required, the Mo- 
naco authorities decided to surcharge 
remainders for postal use. How many 
were thus treated we have not yet been 
informed, but 5000 complete sets were 
put on sale for collectors at the principal 
Paris post office on December 21st. Our 
agents’ representative was there well be- 
fore the office opened and was twentieth 
in the queue, but by the time she was 
served speculators had already managed 
to get the complete sets broken so that 
the 85c., 2f.25 and 2f.50 values were 
completely sold out. This was shortly 
after 8 a. m., and by 11 a. m. the 
whole supply was exhausted. No doubt 
the Monegasque supplies went with simi- 
lar rapidity, leaving the local post office 
happy, the speculators potentially happy, 
but the great majority of the collecting 
public definitely sore. 

Later.—There was such an outcry over 
the above stamps, that the Monaco post 
office has decided to print further quan- 
tities. To do this they will first have 
to reprint the original Postage Dues and 
then add the “Postes” overprint!

In one way and another, the Post 
Office Department is acting to squelch 
thoroughly any revival of the used block 
racket of several years ago. Rules have 
been made which virtually ensure the 
special delivery service not being so used 
again. Under date of Feb. 28th the De- 
partment announced that it was a viola- 
tion of postal laws for any postal em- 
ployee to claim the special delivery fee 
on a letter or article unless actual spe- 
cial service had been given or attempted. 
Regular or substitute carriers on hourly 
pay, may not collect the fee when de- 
livering letters while on duty; neither 
may any rural carrier unless the delivery 
is made off his regular route. Fees may 
not be claimed for letters delivered at 
a post office box, post office window or 
on a regular route. Post office officials 
at third and fourth class offices may, 
however, claim the fee if they give the 
letter special service, but this loophole is 
practically closed since they are pre- 
vented by other restrictions from abusing 
the fees collection opportunity. 


You wild-west fans can add a nice 
postmark to your collection for a new 
postoffice named “Flying H” has been 
added in Chaves County, New Mexico. 
Apparently a ranch so far from a post 
office that it got its own. Neighboring 
Arizona is discontinuing an odd one on 
March 3lst, “Wide Ruin,” in Apache 
County—not bad for that page of 4c 
Parks. 


CANAL ZONE 

When the 10, 15 and 20 cent definitive 
designs were placed on sale in 1932 there 
were large stocks on hand of the corre- 
sponding denominations  overprinted 
CANAL ZONE on U. S. stamps which 
were destroyed. Many of the stamps 
so destroyed were from the last printing 
and at the time the check list on Canal 
Zone on U. S. plate numbers was pre- 
pared by George W. Brett and published 
by the B. I. A. there was some question 
as to whether certain plate numbers of 
these last printings were not all de- 
stroyed. These numbers were marked 
on the check list thus, (?) 

Two of the numbers so marked have 
sevently been seen, namely the 10c perf. 
11x10%% (No. 104) with plate 19235 and 
the 20c (No. 92) with plate 20033. Re- 
ports as to the existence of any of the 
other questioned numbers will be wel- 
comed to complete the record.

LonG AND LouD. 


Will be the weeping and wailing and 
perhaps gnashing of teeth when the 20th 
edition of the bureau catalog is summar- 
ized. A downward trend in many items 
will be noted in both old and new types, 
altho the really scarce stuff shows sub- 
stantial gains. In this column quite a 
while back we printed Mr. Rich’s ulti- 
matum on prices and price cutting to 
dealers and now it has come to pass. If 
a stamp listed in the buro catalog lists 
10c and is sound with fair margins, it is 
priced to sell at 10c, not Sc or 6c or 
8c. And so if dealers are going to sell 
at these lower figures THEN these fig- 
ures will be the selling price. The Bu- 
reau Print catalog is priced on a NET 
basis and no discounts should be al- 
lowed unless centering is not up to par. 
It seems that the dealers continued to 
do this and so down came the prices. 
At first it looks obvious the dealers are 
responsible for this kettle of fish but on 
second thought one can see where they 
are not entirely to blame. Of course, it 
was the idea of the catalog makers for 
the dealers to advertise the quality of 
their stamps, the service they could 
render, etc., and to get away from the 
huge discounts which plague the gen- 
eral catalog. But there are several things 
that enter into the problem and I do not 
claim I have any solution for the situa- 
tion. The price element is of prime im- 
portance, there being collectors that want 
their stamps at the very lowest price. A 
dealer will cut prices to keep his trade 
and the next dealer will cut a little more 
to try and get some of the other fellow’s 
trade away from him. This keeps up 
till discounts are allowed from catalog 
quotations that amount to as much or 
more than discounts from catalogs priced 
for a discount to be given. Then there 
is the hip-pocket dealer who has ten or 
twenty thousand precancels that he sells 
at big discounts. Usually a few smart 
collectors get to him quick and clean 
him out in a short time but he has been 
in business long enough to do some dam- 
age and beat down the prices of the le- 
gitimate dealer. And so I say the Bu- 
reau Print dealers who have been cutting 
prices are not entirely to blame for the 
lowering of prices in the new catalog and 
it is hoped most of them, including my- 
self, will see fit to price good buros 
nearer the catalog quotations and keep 
the Bureau Print Catalog a NET priced 
book. 


COLLECTIONS. 


Often times I have given advice to 
collectors on building a collection or 
what to collect. Evidently many must 
think my advice no good for few ever 
heed it, yet many times the things I pre- 
dicted would happen to them if they 
heeded not my admonitions, came to 
pass. The one big trouble with pre- 
cancel collectors in choosing a branch or 
specialty is that they usually choose 





something that is as much too limited 
as a general collection might be too 
large for some collectors. Soon no more 
items are available in a limited specialty 
and the collector forgets his collection or 
gives it up in disgust. One denomination 
I feel is not enough to keep a live col- 
lector going. The 3c Stuart is a popular 
denomination for collectors to go after 
but in the long run they cannot hold in- 
terest very long. I often have suggested 
that the 144 F.F. and 4c Taft be col- 
lected with the 3c Stuarts but I have yet 
to hear of such a collection, altho this 
makes a sensible and logical set to col- 
lect. I do know a collector who made a 
20c Golden Gate collection and has de- 
cided to add the other horizontal sized 
stamps to his collection to break the 
monotony of the pages of his collection 
and to keep himself from losing interest 
in collecting. Not many collectors can do 
this. They generally sink with the ship. 
In collecting the difficult states you run 
up against much the same thing as if 
you were collecting only one denomina- 
tion. Any one of the big states makes a 
nice collection and will keep you busy 
but many of the small states won’t keep 
you busy even if you are willing to put 
out the money for the items. So as a 
parting thought on this muchly chewed 
over subject, if you choose a specialty 
in the precancel field don’t choose one 
with too limited a scope. 


NOTES. 


Did you know that the 3c STUART 
was saved along with the Bi-Centennial 
issue when it was in its Hey-Day. There 
was much discussion whether to include 
the Stuart or not in the first edition of 
the Bi-Centennial catalog. It was left 
out, and rightly so.—Came upon a block 
of four of the 1930 3c due precancelled 
Newark, Ohio. The left vertical pair in 
U-82 and the right vertical pair in 
U-51.—An unlisted double line. 20c 
comp. Wash. D. C. U-16 double down.—

Editor’s Notebook 


PRESIDENTIAL 
STAMPS 


Twenty-nine gentle- 
men who successive- 
ly held the office of 
President of the United States and of 
whom the average American can with 
difficulty name half, are to appear on 
the much talked of new regular series. 
The definite announcement of such an 
issue is no surprise. The surprise is the 
addition to our regular postage of a 
number of new values, of which only two 
had been mentioned as necessary ad- 
ditions. Thus, the puzzle of how to put 
29 portraits on 25 stamps was answered 
in an unexpected manner. The new 
444c and 18c will enjoy an extensive 
use, the third class rate requiring the 
former in large quantities, while the 
single weight registered letter can use 
the latter to advantage. Whether the 
l6c, 19c, 35c and 40c will ever attain 
other than a limited use is questionable, 
but so vast is our postal service that 
even so the quantities of them used, 
though small in proportion to the other 
denominations, will exceed the total 
stamp requirements of many a stamp 
issuing country.

We had our say on this series some 
time ago, in general that it was unneces- 
sary. In fairness though, we cannot 
avoid comment on the administration’s 
political opponent’s attack on the issue 
before the ink on the announcement 
was fairly dry. Within 24 hours after 
the announcement, appeared charges that 
Republican presidents were hidden away 
on little used stamps, while Demo- 
cratic chief executives had denomina- 
tions of prominence. Such claims do 
not sustain themselves. Had the De- 
partment attempted to place the ex- 
Presidents in any other order than their 
terms as President, the kicks and hulla- 
baloo would have been endless. True, 
by including Martha and Franklin, Jef- 
ferson comes out very handily on the 
3c and Jackson on the sixth most wide- 
ly used stamp, the 6c, but beyond that 
most of those appearing on the common 
stamps are representatives of extinct 
political parties. Silent Cal being sched- 
uled for the $5 does make it appear that 
the Department is changing that famous 
quotation to “I do not choose to run 
postally”. Before the storm gets too 
severe, may we point out that the gen- 
eral public doesn’t see stamps of higher 
value than 3c? Therefore we cannot 
see that it makes much difference who 
appears or in what order on the higher 
denominations. The only people who 
will see the higher denominations will 
be shipping clerks and stamp collectors. 
The former don’t care who is shown on 
the things, and the latter buy them all 
anyway. 

The five persons on the commonest 
denominations are a mixture the height 
of something or other. Ben Franklin 
would have chuckled over his rating 
the “%c; G. Washington will look much 
better in green for a while and will add 
dignity to circular mailings and wife 
Martha on the 1c will be a sop to 
those insistent “we-want-a-woman-on-a- 
stamp” groups and used in pairs will 
be handy for your wife’s bridge and tea 
notices. John Adams did a lot of the 
ground work in the Revolutionary War 
and whether that is qualification for the 
job of franking bills and being greeted 
with curses is not certain. Thomas Jef- 
ferson long ago earned his right to a 
place of prominence, regardless of his 
political affiliations, for he proved an 
energetic chief executive of a republic 
that thanks in large part to him, sur- 
vived some very difficult years..

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Zachary Taylor 





TWELFTH PRESIDENT—1849-1850 


Born Orange County, Va., Nov. 24, 
1784. Died July 9th, 1850, while Presi- 
dent. Taylor was the son of an officer 
of the Revolutionary War, who was one 
of the first settlers of Louisville, Ky. 
Zachary worked on a plantation in his 
youth, beginning his militarv career in 
1808 when his older brother died, his 
commission as a lieutenant then being 
offered to Zachary. He rose rapidly in 
the United States Army, becoming a 
Captain in 1810, a Major in 1812, and 
Colonel in the Black Hawk War of 
1832-1836. In 1836 he was sent to 
Florida, winning a great victory over the 
Seminoles, the reward for this service 
being a commission as Brigadier-General. 
In 1845 when the United States an- 
nexed the Texas Republic, a dispute 
arose with Mexico over the boundary, 
Mexico claiming the Nueces River, while 
the United States claimed the Rio 
Grande, somewhat farther south, as the 
true boundary. General Taylor was or- 
dered to hold the disputed territory and 
on Taylor’s refusing the Mexican de- 
mands that he quit the territory, Mexi- 
can forces advanced to attack. Surpris- 
ingly, though Taylor’s force was much 
smaller, the Mexican troops were routed 
again and again as the American forces 
advanced far into the interior of Mexico. 
The result was that the wave of popular 
enthusiasm elected him to the Presidency 
on the Whig ticket by a considerable 
majority over his opponents, a General 
Cass and Martin Van Buren. His term 
was brief but tempestuous. The slavery 
question nearly brought the country to 
civil war because of argument over the 
admission of new states, slave and free. 
Though a military man, Taylor’s cabinet 
was well chosen and his administration 
proved popular on the whole. The vet- 
eran of many battles died after a short 
attack of bilious colic. Old “Rough and 
Ready” has appeared but once on our 
stamps, the 5c blue issued in 1875, being 
a new value added to the series of 1870. 
This shows Taylor in military coat and 
is a portrait of him at the time his pop- 
ularity was at its height. The stamp was 
replaced in 1882 with another portray- 
ing President Garfield, then recently as- 
sassinated. Taylor will appear again on 
the llc of the new regular series.

New issues with Hitler’s yacht 
should appear in due course to take up 
where the ones with the Kaiser’s yacht 
left off.

We have seen a cover from Cucuta, 
Colombia, dated Oct. 12, 1929, which 
in addition to the regular postage stamps 
and Scadta air stamp, bore a vertical 
pair of the 2c typeset Special Delivery 
stamps of Cucuta. These are not listed 
in Scott’s but are inscribed “Correo 
Colombia—Norte De Santander—Rapido 
—Provisional—Cucuta” around the cen- 
tral design of coat of arms and value. 
The bottom stamp on close inspection 
had an exclamation mark for the first 
“TI” in “Provisional.” The stamps them- 
selves are imperf vertically, indicating 
they came in strips or else were only 
perforated one way.

Here is a little information on the last covers 
cancelled aboard the sunken USS Panay. First 
I have a post card from Robert A. Mossen of 
Bethlehem, Pa., with a drawing of the cancel 
of the Panay. It is the regular T3 cancel, 
dated Nov. 2, location slogan of ‘Nanking 
China.”’ This was on a Crosby cover. Second, 
I have a card from Ewald Glowitz of Colling- 
dale, Pa., describing a cover dated Oct. 30 
with ‘‘Nanking China’’ in the killer bars, a 
T3 with hollow star cancel on a bisected Ic 
Navy stamp. Cachet by D. C. Bartley of 
Seattle. This certainly is a bang up cover. 


I also have a letter from Robert C. Thomp- 
son of Glen Allen, Va., editor of the naval 
column in Stamp & Cover Collectors’ Review, 
enclosing a proof of a cancel of Nov. 2, like 
the Oct. 30 cancel. This cancel was illustrated 
in Stamp & Cover Collectors’ Review. And 
still another report from L. V. D. Schermerhorn 
of Springfield, Mass., of a cover dated Nov.
